Since January lot of this year 231 


persons were killed In thi« «ial« In 
automobile accidents and from June 
13 10 \'i Incluilvt, 22 penons were 
killed, making an average 
of 
more 


ilian three a day. Thus far this month 
forty persons were killed and durlnt 
the warm weather of the ne« few 
months. It la likely that this slaughter 
will continue unltis the police chiefs 
comply with the appeal of 
Keglsirar 


tioodwln for a more rigid enforcement 
of the automobile laws, particularly 
those against overapteding. Mr. Good- 
win has notlflc-d the police department 
heads that he will cancel the license 
of every driver whom a police chief 
reports as a menace on 
the 
public 


highways. That is a good step. It 
puts an important function 
for en- 


forcement of safety rules In tho hands 
of local authorities. Xow let the po- 
lice get busy. 


There are several features of 
the 


speed laws that are violated regularly 
in Lowell ond other cities without let 
or hindrance until an accident occurs. 
It seems Impossible to impress upon 
drivers of automobiles that a speed of 
over eight miles an hour at Intersect- 
InB streets in ihtckly EC-tiled districts 
IB forbidden by laiv. Several 
recent 


fatalities in Lowell were due to the 
violation of that law. 


Tho police of Lowell apparently pay 


very little attention lo the enforce- 
ment of the speed laws. If tho eight 
mile speed limit Is observed at danger- 
ous corners, nobody will l>c killed at 
these points, and no accidents will re- 
sult, as at that speed an auto can be 
^stopped Instantly. 


When a man who while driving with 


wanton recklessness and violating the 
law in other ways, kills a person and 
Self oft with a moderate line, the only 
conclusion that lay folks can arrive nt 
is, that either the law as II stands la 
unjust or else is. 
Is 
misinterpret"!). 


With tho leniency and impunity with 
which speedsters and other violators of 
the auto laws now escape, there can be 
little hope of any decrease In ihc num- 
ber of fatal accidents until these speed 
manlncs arc denied the privilege ot 
driving cars on the public highway*. 


Apparently Registrar Goodwin has 


hit the right plan in finding out who 
the speed maniacs are anil depriving 
them of their licenses hefore they get 
a chance to kill anybody. That is the 
beet step yet taken and H will work 
If the police chiefs of the state do 
their duty. 


As the speed laws aro enforced In 


this state at present, every day brings 
its news of collisions and consequent 
malmlngs and killings. The people do 
not stem to have reached a full reali- 
zation of the dangerous character of 
this machine we call an "automobile." 
In reality i( Is a locomotive on a sm;ill 
scale and when we attempt to run such 
an engine without steel tracks, we are 
handling a very powerful agency and 
one that must he used with extreme 
care. Because some men do not exer- 
cise Ihe necessary' care, we have colli- 
sions, many of which are attended with 
deplorable loss of life. 


Of. late men who have due regard 


for their own safety of life and limb, 
do not venture out In their cars on 
Sundays. 
They leave the highways 


and public resorts on that day to the 
speedsters and those who are ready to 
risk their lives In quest of pleasure, 
and the excitement of 
fast 
driving. 


The speed maniac Is more dangeroui 
than a. mad dog, and yet it he kills 
somebody in one of his orgies, tin 
courts will find that alter duly weigh 
Ing the evidence, there 
Is no legal 


ground on which to hold him as being 
criminally negligent to the extent that 
he should he held on a charge of man 
slaughter. Vet had he exercised prop- 
er care and observed the laws regulat- 
ing speed on the public highways, tha 
fatality would not have occurred. 


H seems that It Is better to preven 


the fatal accidents by eliminating tho 
speedsters as Mr. Goodwin has pro 
posed, tb.in Lo wall for the killing am 
then go through the farce of technlca 
arrest, inquest and acquittal on th 
manslaughter charge. We congratu 
late Registrar Goodwin on tho adoption 
of the prevention rule which will help 
to eliminate ihe speedsters if the pollc 
give their active co-operation with th 
movement.

dent Coolldgo reminded four hundred 
New England bankers at a dinner here 
last night of tho Interdependence be- 
tween their section and the rest of tho 
United States. Bccauso N'cw England 
manufactures, rather than plows, and 
its whole future depends upon bringing 
raw materials In and sending finished 
products out. he said. It has a right 
to require reasonable and 
adequate 


transportation in order that It may 
serve tho nation. 


"The furnishing of this." ho contin- 


ued, "is a duty which reaches to tho 
managers and operators of your own 
transportation system nnd to tho man- 
agers and operators of 
those other 


• transportation systems which ship In 
and out o£ your territory, 


"I speak of this as one of tho fun- 


damental 
requirements 
which, whllo 


• bounded by a small locality, Is nation- 


wide In its effect, while It relates to 
the operation of a comparatively few, 
yot will make by Its success or failure, 
the prosperity or ihe destruction of 
millions of Americans. 


"This is a very p'ertlnent example of 


the Inter-relatlonshtp of our modern 
economic life. Thero can be no per- 
manent prosperity of any class or part. 
Such a. condition can only be secured 
through a general and public prosper- 
. ity. This means that to securo this 


there must be n general distribution of 
the rewards of industry." 


The vice president rcsrettcd that 


oftentimes the uninformed think of a 
bank as the possession of a few rich 
people and, as the creditor of the people 
at large. Rather, he said, 
the 
re- 


sources of a bank ara those of the. peo- 
ple themselves—the stock Is generally 


' owned by the people and always the 
deposits are made by them. 


A bank Is not a private Institution, 


responsible lo itself alono or to n. few; 
it is a public Institution, under 
tho 


moral obligation to be administered for 
the public welfare. Sir. Coolldge said. 


Them Is need, he added, for a more 


sympathetic attitude and co-operation 
between banks and the people. Ha 
urged that tho man In the shop realize 


. that transportation and financial ac- 


tivities are being carried on for his 


. benefit—that the railroad brings raw 


materials so that he may earn a live- 
lihood by making them Into finished 
products; that the bank exists in order 
to furnish credit from which he re- 
ceives a weekly wage, while thesa 
products are being sent far away and 
sold to the people. 


On the other hand 
Mr. Coolldgo 


would have the banker realize that his 
success lies In the freight yard, in the 
manufaclurlng plant, on the farm and 
in the mine as well as at the discount 
window.

In transplanting any of 
the plants mentioned the main thing 
to take into consideration ~ls to keep 
the roots of the plant from exposure 
to wind and sun.

Since January 1st of this year 237 


persons were killed In this state In 
automobile accldtnts and from June 
13 10 19 inclusive, 22 persons were 
killed, making an averftee 
of

ttan three a day. Thus far this month 
forty persons were Stilled and during 
the warm weather of the next few 
months. It is likely that this slaughter 
will continue unless the police chiefs 
comply with the appeal of Registrar 
Goodwin for a more rigid enforcement 
of the automobile 
laws, 
particularly 


those against overspeedlng. Mr. Good- 
win has nolllted the police department 
heads that he will cancel Ihe license 
of every driver whom a police chief 
reports as a menace on 
the 
public 


highways. That is a good step. It 
puts an Important function 
for 
en- 


forcement o[ safety rules In the hands 
of local authorities, ^'ow let the po- 
lice get busy. 


There are several features of 
tho 


speed laws that aro violated regularly 
in Lowell and other cities without let 
or hindrance until an accident occurs. 
It seems impossible to impress upon 
drivers of automobiles that a speed of 
over eight miles an hour at Intersect- 
ing streets in thickly settled districts 
Is forbidden by law. Several 
recent 


fatalities in Lowell were due to the 
violation of that law. 


The police of Lowell apparently pay 


very little attention to the enforce- 
ment of the speed laws. If the eight 
mile speed limit is observed at danser- 
ous corners, nobody will be killed at 
these points, and no accidents will re- 
sult, $s at that speed an auto can be 
stopped instantly. 


When a man who while driving with 


wanton recklessness and violating the 
law in other ways, hills a person and 
gets off with a moderate fine, the only 
conclusion that lay folks can arrive at 
Is, that either the law as it stands is 
unjust or else It • Is misinterpreted. 
With the leniency and impunity with 
which speedsters and other violators of 
the auio laws now escape, there can be 
little-hope of any decrease in the num- 
.ber of fatal accidents until these speed 
maniacs are denied the privilege of 
driving cars on the public highways. 


Apparently Registrar Goodwin has 


hit the right plan in finding out who 
the speed maniacs are and depriving 
them of their licenses before they gut 
a chance to kill anybody. That is the 
best step yet taken and It will work 
If the police chiefs of the state do 
their duty. 


As the speed laws are enforced In 


this state at present, every day brings 
Its news of collisions and consequent 
maimings and killings. 
The people do 


not seem to have reached a full reali- 
zation of the dangerous character of 
this machine'we call an "automobile." 
In reality it is a locomotive on a small 
scale and when we attempt to run such 
an engine without steel tracks, we are 
handling a very powerful agency and 
one that must be used with extreme 
care. Because some men do not exer- 
cise the necessary care, we have colli- 
sions, many of which are attended with 
deplorable loss of life. 


Of late men who have due regard 


for their own safety of life and limb, 
do not venture out in their cars on 
Sundays. 
They leave the highways 


and public resorts on that day to the 
speedsters and those who are ready lo 
risk their lives in rjuest of pleasure, 
and the excitement ot 
fast 
driving. 


The speed maniac is more dangerous 
than a mad dog, and yet If he kills 
somebody In one of his orgies, tha 
courts will find that after duly weigh- 
ing the evidence, there is no 
legal 


ground on which to hold him as being 
criminally negligent to the extent that 
he should be held on a charge of man- 
slaughter. 
Yet. had he exercised prop- 


er care and observed the laws regulat- 
ing speed on the public highways, the 
fatality would not have occurred. 


It seems that it Is better to prevent 


the fatal accidents by eliminating tho 
speedsters as Mr. Goodwin has pro- 
posed, than to wait for the kilUns and 
then go through the farce of technical 
arrest, inquest and acquittal on the 
manslaughter charge. "We congratu- 
late Registrar Goodwin on the adoption 
of the prevention rule which wiil help 
to eliminate the speedsters if the police 
give their active co-operation with the 
movement.
